According to the bill’s sponsor, 
Senator Edward T. Conroy (Dem- 
P.G.), the effect of the bill would 
be to give Prince Georges county 
municipalities a stronger role in 
zoning within their boundaries. It 
is, he said, a further step in bring¬ 
ing zoning decisions close to the 
people. 

The Prince Georges delegation 
approved last week a House bill 
that would give the county com¬ 
missioners power to set develop¬ 
ment limits and conditions on new¬ 
ly rezoned property. The so-called 
“conditional zoning"’ measure was 
one of the most controversial parts 
of the delegation’s legislative pack¬ 
age. 

The delegation also approved a 
measure that would require the 
county commissioners’ permission 
for the school board to buy land 
for school sites. 

The delegation rejected bills to 
give their county commissioners 
and the Montgomery County Coun¬ 
cil control over budgets of the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission and the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. 

The delegation introduced a bill 
permitting the county to sell up to 
$88 million in bonds to finance its 
part of a metropolitan Washington 
rapid transit system. 

Study Commission 

In another area, a special guber¬ 
natorial study commission recom¬ 
mended a wholesale revamping of 
the State’s 40-year-old planning 
and zoning laws. In a 04-page 
interim report, the nine-member 
commission called for repeal of the 
1927 model statute under which 
Maryland counties and some muni¬ 
cipalities are granted powers to 
enact their own planning and zon¬ 
ing codes. 

A key proposal is establishment 
of a State review board which 
would give the State government 
the authority to hear major zoning 
cases appealed from county gov¬ 
erning bodies. 

Other recommendations included 
establishment of a land reserve 
program to provide for advance ac¬ 
quisition of land for future public 
purposes, such as park and school 
sites, and adoption of a uniform 
development code for all counties. 

Public hearings will be held dur¬ 
ing the summer on the study 
group’s proposals.

Volunteer Fire Depts. 
Protest County Proposal 

Sen. Fred Wineland < Dem. P.G.), 
together with other Prince Georges 
Senators, introduced a bill last 
week to create a Prince George’s 
County Fire Commission. Suppor¬ 
ted by the County Volunteer Fire¬ 
men’s Association, Inc. the bill 
would give the Commission the au¬ 
thority to review expenditures of 
all fire stations, handle budget re¬ 
quests, and devise plans for the 
more economic use of fire tax 
funds. 

The bill was in response to a 
proposal by the Prince Georges 
county commission for the setting 
of a uniform countywide fire tax 
to replace the present system of 
individual district fire levies. 

This proposal would curb the fire¬ 
fighters’ autonomy and force the 
county’s 41 volunteer fire depart¬ 
ments to meet budgetary standards 
to receive tax funds. 

Termed by the fire departments 
as a “power grab”, the proposal 
was withdrawn by the commission¬ 
ers after a large turnout at Anna- - 
polis on Feb. 19 indicated wide¬ 
spread opposition. 

Opponents said the proposal was 
designed to take control of the fire 
companies away from the men who 
established them and built them 
up and to subject them to controls 
in buying firefighting aparatus and 
supplies. 

Commission Chairman Gladys 
Spellman defended the proposal as 
needed to put the fire-fighting op¬ 
eration on a “more professional and 
equitable basis”. It would enable 
the county, she said, to distribute 
the levies on the basis of need.

The Maryland Senate unanimously passed on Monday, 
February 26, and sent to the House of Delegates a bill that, 
would require a vote of four of the five county commissioners 
to approve a rezoning petition that, runs counter to the rec¬ 
ommendation of a city council. Presently commissioner de¬ 
cisions can be made by a majority. 


COMMITTEE REPORTS DOMINATE 

FEB. 22 GHI BOARD MEETING

The Board of Directors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., ac¬ 
cepted the various recommendations of its committees re¬ 
garding matters of interest to the Board at its meeting last 
week. John O’Reilly, reporting for the Finance Committee, 
recommended that no action be taken to raise the $1.00 de¬ 
linquency fee charged to members who fall behind in their 
monthly payments. 


He pointed out that existing by¬ 
laws do not grant the right to 
change the fee and that the exist¬ 
ing contract w r ould have to be 
changed. Actually, according to 
O’Reilly, only a small percentage 
of the members actually go more 
than a month past the due date of 
payment. The Board recommend¬ 
ed that the manager research the 
matter to see if the situation war¬ 
rants changing the present con¬ 
tract. 

Jim Smith, chairman of the Par¬ 
king Committee, recommended that 
the By-Law committee draw up 
regulations concerning parking vi¬ 
olations. This regulation is to be 
drafted and presented at the annu¬ 
al membership meeting Since GHI 
is private property, local police 
cannot be called in to enforce park¬ 
ing violations Management will 
have to handle violators to the ex¬ 
tent that two trucks may be hired 
to haul vehicles away at the own¬ 
er’s expense Actually, according 
to contract regulations, leases can 
be terminated for objectionable 
conduct. 

In giving a report from the 
Maintenance, Standards and Im¬ 
provements Committee, George Ad¬ 
ams turned the floor over to 
Vaughn Barkdoll, head of the sub¬ 
committee on sheds. Barkdoll pre¬ 
sented the Board with a revised 
regulation regarding sheds, which 
will be reviewed by the manager 
for recommendation. The sub-com¬ 
mittee will in future inspect all 
sheds now in yards. Members own¬ 
ing sheds deemed unsatisfactory 
will be sent letters containing rec- 
omniendations for improvement 
and correction. 

County Code on Sheds 

According to Barkdoll, newly en¬ 
acted Building Codes for Prince 
Georges County require that any 
shed or storage unit, including 
commercially purchased steel sheds, 
must have a building permit from 
the County before construction or 
placement begins. The County 
Building Inspectors will not issue 
any permit in the Greenbelt Homes 
jurisdiction without prior writen 
approval from the GHI manage¬ 
ment. In order for all sheds to 
comply with the new building codes, 
all sheds must be anchored so as 
to remain intact in the event of 
high winds or storm. 

Member Relations chairman Jos- 
ey Seay, reporting on the recent 
orientation meeting, stated that 24 
of the 68 persons attnaing had nev¬ 
er before attended that type of 
meeting. From their questions 
they indicated a wide range of in¬ 
terest. For future meetings it was 
suggested that questions be sub¬ 
mitted ahead of time so that the 
Directors would have time to pre¬ 
pare adequate answers 

Speaking for the Select Commit¬ 
tee (formed to project the future 
of GHI), Nat Shinderman informed 
the Board that a letter had been 
presented at the orientation meet¬ 
ing outlining the general concepts 
of the charter of the Select Com¬ 
mittee. The letter was accepted bv 


the Board for consideration. Shin- 
derrnan also reported that a meet¬ 
ing was up-coming to go over the 
drawings of the architect as a pre¬ 
liminary to the meeting of Febru¬ 
ary 29 when the Board will con¬ 
sider the rebuilding of the homes 
to occupy the area known as the 
Medical Center (corner of Garden¬ 
way and Ridge). 

Outlet for Boat Yard 

Manager Roy Breashears, in his 
report to the Board, stated that 
an electrical outlet had been re¬ 
quested in the boatyard. He stated 
that this electrical outlet could be 
made on an existing nearby pole 
and would be operable only by key 
The key would be available to mem¬ 
bers of the boatyard for a fee of 
$1.00, which would be applied to 
the capitalization of the boatyard. 
As a safety device, the electrical 
outlet would have current only 
while the key was in the lock. 

Breashears also reported a letter 
from the city manager regarding 
the placement of special trash re¬ 
ceptacles. A map was enclosed 
with the letter, pointing out spec¬ 
ific areas for the receptacles. The 
actual location of receptacles will 
be experimental, he noted. If it 
proves satisfactory, more areas will 
be set up. The purpose for the re¬ 
ceptacles is for the disposal of 
hedge clippings, grass cuttings, and 
similar garden debris. 


VOTER REGISTRATION 

In order to be able to vote in the 
forthcoming General Elections next 
November, eligible citizens must 
first register. Next Tuesday, March 
5, at both Center School and 
Springhill Lake School, voter regis¬ 
tration booths will be open from 
7:30 to 9 p.m. during the PTA 
meetings. 

Also, at Springhill Lake School 
only, at the above date and time ; 
registrations will be taken for elec¬ 
tions within the City of Greenbelt 

This is in addition to the March 
2 registration which is reported in 
Springhill Notes elsewhere in this 
issue. 


A '‘Greenbelt File” 

At the time of the ground-break¬ 
ing ceremony for the new Green¬ 
belt Librarj', which is to take place 
Sunday, March 10, at 2 p.m., it is 
planned that a symbolic “first 
start” will be made towards the 
later presentation to the County 
Library Board of a collection of 
Greenbeltiana. Several organiza¬ 
tions have endeavored to compile 
items of interest to those concerned 
with the history of Greenbelt, and 
it is possible that somewhere there 
is an early official record, an ori¬ 
ginal deed, a letter concerning the 
transfer, or the like, which would 
make a valuable addition to the 
“Greenbelt file.”

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Support Senate Bill 376 

To the Editor: 

There is a bill before the State 
Senate whieh we believe concerns 
all the residents of Greenbelt and 
Prince Georges County. This is 
Senate Bill 376 introduced bv Sena¬ 
tor Wineland (D. Prince Georges 
County). The bill calls for the for¬ 
mation of a Fire Commission to 
control and distribute the fire taxes 
of this County, The present Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners are against this 
bill. Their proposals could amount 
to an increase of the fire budget 
from $4 million to $20 million or 
more. These monies may ultimate¬ 
ly be spent to provide a fully paid 
fire department in the county. Of 
the present taxes, $2.3 million were 
spent for the paid services and the 
remaining $1.7 million went to the 
volunteer fire departments. These 
tax funds did not cover the expen¬ 
ses of the fine ambulance service 
we have in this area. This service 
was paid for by contributions, bin- 
go and other fund raising projects. 

The tax funds alloted to the 
Greenbelt Fire Department this 
year amounted to $36,000. The De¬ 
partment budget was $56,000. To 
supply both fire protection and am¬ 
bulance service in Greenbelt, 7 paid 
men would have to be on duty at 
all times. This would add up to 
at least $147,000 if there is no 
increase in salaries. If the residents 
of Greenbelt wish to keep the tax¬ 
es at their present level, we ask 
them to call or telegraph their 
representatives asking them to 
support Senate Bill 376.

This bill provides 
for a 7 member-fire commission with final authority over budgets of 
the individual companies and distribution of fax revenues.
